DEEP WELLS. 


The Water From Them Is not Always 
Pure. 


In view of the fact that wells as a 
source of water supply are discussed 
here at^present this interview from the 
Indianapolis Journal will interest : 


''Is there any contamination of water 
in deep driven wells?" was asked. 


"Deep driven well water is generally 
of excellent quality, but there are some 
deep wells that furnish badly polluted 
water. Dr. Nav Nuys, of the state uni- 
versity, some years ago made exhaustive 
ancdises of the driven well waters of this 
city. 
Out of ten deep driven wells the 
water of three proved unfit for arinking. 
These were located near the railroad on 
South Illinois street and one on Virgin- 
ia avenue. A driven well recently sunk 
in the rear of Harrison's old bank, on 
Washington street, was found to be to- 
tally unfit for use. A person who has a 
deep driven well should not take it as a 
matter of course that he is getting pure 
water."

injured. 


SEWER FLUSHING. 


A Gentleman Reviews all the Questions 
at Issue. 


To the Editor of THE SENTINEL: 


Fort Wayne is now in a precarious 
situation from a sanitary point of view. 
Typhoid fever and other dangerous dis- 
eases cansed by insufficient drainage, 
and the use of impure water prevail all 
over the city to an alarming degree. 


Physicians report more sickneBs than 
at any time for years past. 
The cause 
of this unfortunate condition of affairs 
is not far to seek. 
The people of Fort 
Wayne are being supplied with impure 
and poisonous water, and the sewers, 
which are supposed to carry off the 
drainage of the city, are clogged with 
filth and polluting the atmosphere with 
the germs of disease and death. 
In 
response to the appeals of many physi- 
cians and other citizens, the council has 
ordered the sewers to be flushed. Now 
come the board of water works trustees 
and demands that 
this order be re- 
scinded, and that the people be exposed 
to all the perils arisiug from the ac- 
cumulations of filth in the choked and 
congested sewers. 
Why? "The chief 
reason," says Hettler, speaking through 
the mouth of his man Kunkle, "we 
do not choose to give." Indeed. 
So 
the water works trustees propose that 
the people of Fort Wayne shall sub- 
mit quietly to be poisoned by the stag- 
nant sewers which extend in all direc- 
tions under the city, 
and "do not 
choose" to give the people, whose ser- 
vants 
they 
are 
supposed 
to 
be, 
the reasons for their action. Who owns 
the city anyhow? 
Hotter, Hedekin, 
Kunkle k Co., or the people? It seems 
to be high time that this question was 
answer^ once for all. 


Everybody knows that the trustees 
are frightened nearly out of their wits 
lest the flushing of the sewers—the im- 
perative necessity of which is admitted 
on all hands—should leave the city with- 
out a sufficient supply for other pur- 
poses. Probably they have reason for 
their apprehension. The weather has 
been very dry for several weeks; the 
"percolation" scheme is admitted by 
Mr. Kunkle to be a failure owing to the 
fact that the water in the St. Joe river 
is below the mouth of the pipe through 
which it is supposed to '-percolate;" and 
the barn washings and privy drainings 
of Spy Run are unequal to the emer- 
gency. 


And yet only a few weeks ago, T. B 
Hedekin, J. F. W. Meyer and E. B.. 
Kunkle solemnly swore in the superior 
court that "We have an ample supply 
for the present as well as for all future 
demands." 


Capt. Hettler swore: "Said city has 
now and always has had an abundant 
and sufficient supply of water for do- 
mestic, fire,manufacturing and all other 
purposes [flushing sewers?] for which 
the same is used by said city, and an 
abundant and sufficient supply to meet 
any emergency that might arise in case 
of fire or other calamity." 


J. F. W. Meyer made a separate affi- 
davit that 


"The supply of water is ample and 
sufficient/or all 
purposes." 


Were these statements true or false ? 
If true, why should the trustees strive 
to prevent flushing the sewers when the 
public health is endangered by their 
foulness? 
Why should they put in 
jeopardy the lives of our citizens, unless 
they are apprehensive of a water famine? 
They say they "do not choose" to ex- 
plain. 
The public, however, under- 
stands the situation perfectly; no ex- 
planation is needed. 


The water that is being served now is 
unfit to enter the human stomach. 
It 
should be boiled before consumption, as 
a safeguard against poisoning. 
And 
there is so little of it that if a big fire 
were to occur before a heavy rain, the 
city would be in imminent danger of de- 
struction. The public health, however, 
should be the first consideration, and 
every sewer in the city should be thor- 
oughly fiushed, regardless of conse- 
quences, to avert the threatened epi- 
demic.

jnarriage in Annanu 


Marriage settlements and dowries »re 
aot recognized on account of the diffi- 
sulties that might arise in case the 
marriage is dissolved. 
According to 
Annamite custom the woman should 
aot bear the charges of marriage, be- 
sause she takes the i^ame of her hus- 
band and associates herself \^th him in 
order to perpetuate his family, not for 
the sake of her own. It is just for the 
husband, in his own personal interest, 
to furnish all that she and her children 
may need; yet, according to another 
3Ustom frequently followed, the suitor 
whose character is not well known, 
should make several visits to the family 
Df his afiianced so as to submit himself 
fco a kind of testing, often very severe, 
which shall permit his value and the 
amount of his knowledge to be rated. 
This stage of the negotiations some- 
times lasts for several years. 


Marriage is usually contracted by in- 
clination, 
without money 
considera- 
tions entering into the matter. The 
family is regarded as a moral union, 
and not as a business association. 
Hence it is common to see a wealthy fam- 
ily allied with a poor one. It is con- 
sidered that when a man marries a girl 
without fortune but wisely brought up, 
she will be easily touched by the care he 
will take of her and be obedient to his 
authority. Then it is not right to exact 
a dowry from a girl whose education 
has 
already 
imposed 
on 
her 
parents large sacrifices of time and 
money, and who has, moreover, aban- 
doned her family name to take that of 
a stranger; so there is no dowry. The 
parents give their daughter what they 
please, without the young man being 
allowed to claim or stipulate for any- 
thing. 
Sometimes they require him to 
make considerable presents, which will 
be the property of the wife. It must 
not be supposed that the condition ol 
wives is the same in Annam as in 
China. 
The six ceremonies of mar- 
riage are, it is true, nearly the same 
in 
both countries; but, while tho 
Chinese wife has to keep to her apart 
ments, the Annamite wife is treated as 
the equal of her husband.—PopwZar

Out of ten deep driven wells the 


water of three proved unfit for arinking. 
These were located near the railroad on 
South Illinois street and one on Virgin 
La avenue. A driven well recently sunk 
En the rear of Harrison's old bank, on 
Washington street, wss found to be to- 
tally unfit for use. A person who has a 
deep driven well should not take it ss a
